Karen's bishop prays 
‘her Lent soon over’ 


MORRISTOWN, N.J. (NC) — 
‘This past week I visited Karen 
Quinlan. As I blessed her, I prayed 
that her long Lent and passion would 
soon be over so that she could know 
the Easter Joy the Lord has planned 
for her,’’ said Bishop Lawrence 
Casey of the’ Paterson, N.J., 
diocese. 


Bishop Casey, in whose diocese 
Karen Quinlan’s family _ lives, 
praised last week’s New Jersey 
Supreme Court decision which said 
the comatose woman’s father may 
direct the withdrawal of her 
life-support system. 


IT HAS KEPT her alive for the 
last year with no hope of recovery, 
according to doctors. Since last 
September, her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph Quinlan, have been 
seeking the right for Karen ‘‘to die 
with dignity’’. 

According to Bishop Casey, the 
court was wise in distinguishing her 
case from others where the possibil- 
ity exists for recovery. 

“Such a clarification...will be 
helpful to families and - medical 
personnel who face situations sim- 
ilar to that of Karen, without 
extending the application of the 
judgment to cases where there is the 
possibility of a return to health and 
cognitive life,’’ the bishop said. 


BUT THE underlying reasoning 
used by the seven-judge panel in 
handing down the 58-page verdict 
has prompted some concern. ‘ 

Msgr. James T. McHugh, director 
of the U.S. Bishops’ Committee for 
Population and Pro-Life Activities, 
called the ruling ‘‘acceptable, and a 
step in the right direction. However, 
I still have some reservations about 
the opinion,’’ Msgr.,McHugh said. 

‘From news reports and sum- 
maries, the opinion of the court 
seems to contain some...dangerous 
principles. The court reportedly 
based its decision on the right of 


privacy, a penumbral (shadowy) 
right that is still very ambiguous,”’ 
he said. 


MSGR. MC HUGH noted, ‘‘that 
the state has a compelling interest in 
maintaining that respect for. the 
paramount sanctity of human life 
which has always been at the center 
of Western civilization, not merely 
by guarding life itself...But by 
safeguarding the penumbra, wheth- 
er at the beginning, through some 
overwhelming disability of mind or 
body, or at death.’’ 

Furthermore, the ruling would 
seem to allow termination of ‘‘the 
life support systems because Karen 
Quinlan is presently in a vegetative 
state,’ with no prospects for 
recovery, Msgr. McHugh - said. 
‘‘This sounds as if decisions are to 
be based on the patient’s ‘capacity 
for meaningful life,’ and this is a 
dangerous...principle.’’ he added. 

The Quinlan decision is another 
indication that U.S. courts are 


moving toward proclaiming the right. 


to suicide, a law professor said in a 
Vatican Radio comment April 1. 


UNIVERSITY of Rome professor 
Sergio Cotta said, ‘‘The reasons 
given by the court seem to me to be 
an exaggeration of the tendency in 
American courts to affirm the right 
to privacy as the right to be able to 
make any decision whatsoever.’’ ~ 

Reservations were also. expressed 
by Father William Smith, theologian 
at St. Mary’s Seminary, Yonkers, 
N.Y., a backer of last November’s 
lower court verdict. In his statement 
then, Father Smith said a contrary 
decision “‘could have been a green 
light for some dangerous impulses 
to surface.”’ 


Commenting on the overturning 
of that verdict, Father Smith 
expressed surprise ‘‘at the right to 
privacy being brought into consider- 
ation.”’

difficulties contained in the court’s 
noting there is ‘‘no realistic possibil- 
ity’ of Miss Quinlan’s ‘‘returning to 
any semblance of cognitive life.’’ 
Father Smith said, ‘‘A lot of senile 
people might not reach that stand- 
ard.” 


Jesuit Father John Connery of the 
Kennedy Institute for the Study of 
Human Reproduction and Bioethics,

Washington, D.C., applauded the 
verdict—including its use of the 
right to privacy. 

‘“‘They’re saying the right 
things,’’ said Father Connery. 
“‘They stressed the right to forego 
the use of extraordinary measures— 
and that the state cannot force 
people not to exercise that right,’’ 
he added. 


Diocese property tax bill tops $310,000 |

Property taxes are an increasing 
expense for the San Diego diocese. 
In 1971 the diocese paid more than 
$200,000 in property taxes. In 1972 
the total was more than $260,000, 
and this year ‘‘the bill will be more 
than $310,000,’’ according to Father 
John Quinn, assistant chancellor of 
the diocese. 


The totals include both diocesan 
and parish property and are 
compiled from parish returns just 
now coming to the diocesan office, 
Father Quinn said. This year, he 
explained, “‘the diocese will pay 
$58,000 in property taxes on land 
and buildings it owns.’’ The balance 
of the $310,000 tax bill will be paid 
by parishes on their holdings. There 
are 176 parishes in the diocese. 


**CONTRARY TO -popular opin- 


ion,’’ Father Quinn said, ‘‘much 
church property is not tax exempt. 
Generally, all church property, 
except for schools, is subject to 
taxation unless it is specifically used 
for worship.”’ . 


For example, taxes are paid on 
rectories, land held for future 
development, nonexempt convents 
and parking lots leased to commerc- 
ial firms. 


“Tf the diocese owned commercial 
property, such as wineries or 
restaurants—which it does not— 
these also would be subject to 
taxation,’’ according to Father 
Quinn. ‘‘The diocese is not involved 
in commercial ventures.’’ 


UNDEVELOPED property’ on 
which taxes are paid includes land 
set aside for future churches or 
cemeteries. ‘‘The diocese holds land 
for expansion, with some of it 


purchased when market prices are 
favorable, and much of it donated,”’ 
Father Quinn said. 


‘These holdings are constantly 
reviewed by the diocesan building 
commission, because it behooves us 
to sell property we will not need to 
avoid paying taxes on it,’’ he said. 

He also explained that churches 
and church-related schools are 
exempt from federal and _ state 
income taxes ‘‘as a matter of 
legislative. grace rather than a 
right.”’ 

THE INTERNAL Revenue Service 
(IRS) has strict regulations regard- 
ing the involvement of tax-exempt 
organizations engaged in political or 
legislative lobbying activities, ac- 
cording to Father Quinn. 

“If lobbying constitutes a sub- 
stantial part of the organization’s 
activities, it loses its tax-exempt 


status. But the regulations provide 
that an organization remains exempt 
even if it advocates social change or 
intends to mold public opinion on 
controversial issues,’’ he said. 


But organizations may not partici- 
pate or directly intervene in any 
political campaign. 


‘‘THIS MEANS that we cannot 
say, ‘Do not vote for this candidate 
because he is pro-abortion’, but we 
can say, ‘When you vote assess the 
candidates with respect to their 
views on moral issues such as 


pray 


abortion’. 


It also means that church property 
cannot be used ‘‘to launch political 
or legislative campaigns by holding 
rallies, collecting signatures for 


‘petitions or other forms of such 


activity. But it can be used to 
educate people about the issues,”’ 
Father Quinn said.

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« Counseling business booming 
at Catholic Family Service

Business is brisk at the diocesan Catholic 
Family Service (CFS) counseling section, 
‘‘which exists to help strengthen family 
life,’’ according to Robert Kamman, 
counseling coordinator. 


He said that the counseling workload has 
increased dramatically in the last year, 
noting that in the last 14 months the staff 
has increased from three to 15 professional, 
licensed counselors-and therapists at the 
main office, 349 Cedar St.,.San Diego. There 
are other offices in each of the diocese’s four 
counties. 


HE SEES MANY reasons for the upsurge 
in the counseling case load. ‘‘For one thing, 
the family is facing tremendous problems 
because of the increased pressures of society 
such as the rapid shifts in social attitudes 
and the tightening economy,’’ Kamman 
said. 


He also noted that the courts, other 
agencies, word-of-mouth ‘‘and particularly 
priests’ are referring more and more people 


to CFS for counseling. ‘‘Also the stigma 


attached to people receiving counseling is 
not as great as it once was,’’ he said: 


Kamman said the counseling section 
handles from 160 to 180 cases monthly. 
‘‘And staff members deal with nearly every 
kind of psychological problem from alcohol- 
ism to sexual counseling,’’ he said. 


About 35 per cent of the workload consists 
of marital counseling, he noted. ‘‘We also 


deal with child and adult counseling working 
individually, in groups or in family units.’’ 


ALSO UNDER the CFS counseling 
umbrella are Sister Barbara Welliver’s 
program for unmarried expectant mothers, 
which had contact with about 300 young wo- 
men last year, and Laura Kristal’s Respons- 
ible Parenthood program which has an active 
case file of between 200 to 250 couples. 


Kamman said counselors do not deal with 
drug abuse—such: cases are handled by a 
federally funded CFS program—or spiritual 
counseling, which is referred to priests, nor 
does it restrict its services to Catholics. 
“Services are provided to all people seeking 
them regardless of faith,’’ he said. 


The work is finished through Stewardship 
funds, United Way grants and fees charged 
to the clients. ‘‘But no one is turned away 
through being unable to pay,’’ Kamman 
said. 


FEES, LESS than those charged by 
psychologists in private practice, are based 
on a client’s ability to pay, he explained. 


But, should the Church be involved in 
providing such services? ‘‘Most definitely,”’ 
Kamman asserts, ‘‘and our services are 
becoming more vital every day.”’ 


When family life begins to break down or 
when people are overcome by personal 
problems, ‘‘they turn to a symbol of 
stability, and the Church is a leading symbol 
of stability,” Kamman said. 


“‘And when people turn to the Church for 
help, we should be there waiting for them.’’

Hard times have not tightened the spiritual economy inthe 
San Diego diocese as parishes prepare to celebrate Holy 
Week as this Easter season, the focal point of the Christian 
calendar, nears its climax. 

At St. Adelaide church, Highland, for example, 
parishioners are preparing for their annual Paschal Dinner 
and eucharistic celebration, commemorating the Jewish and 
Christian Passover tradition, the Last Supper. 


THE EVENT, scheduled for April 14, this year will feature 
the ‘twelve apostles’’, according to Father Patrick O’Keeffe, 
pastor. He said the ‘‘apostles’’ will be attired according to 
their station in life and represented will be a mother, father, 
sister, brother, senior citizen, teen-ager, young child, doctor, 
nurse, teacher and CCD instructor. 


Mass will be celebrated at 6:30 p.m. followed by the 
Paschal dinner in the parish hall, which will feature 
traditional Passover foods and wine. 


In all parishes across the diocese, the Risen Christ will be 
commemorated with the symbolic lighting of the new fire at 
the Easter Vigil Mass late on Holy Saturday, April 17. 
Processions will enter the churches with the lighted paschal 
candle bringing the light of Christ into a darkened world. 


IN THE PAST the Easter vigil was celebrated just before 
midnight, but more and more parishes are holding the Mass 
long before then with times ranging from 5 p.m. onward. At 
Our Lady of Solitude, Palm Springs, though, the celebration 
will begin at 11:15 p.m. 

On Palm Sunday, April 11, Catholics will receive palm 
fronds at Masses for processions in memory of Christ’s 
triumphal entry into Jerusalem. Additional events will mark 
the day at many parishes.

Marriage Encounter couples in the diocese will hold their 
third annual Palm Sunday celebration a day early on April 10 
at University High School, San Diego. The day begins at 1 
p.m. and will close with Mass at 6 p.m> Details: 448-5909, 
In most parishes Good Friday, April 16, will be marked with 
afternoon liturgies of the Passion and Death of Our Lord, 
Stations of the Cross, veneration of the Cross, three-hour 
devotions and homilies on the seven last words of Christ. 


VIGIL CEREMONIES on Holy Saturday will include the 
blessing of the new fire and Paschal candle, reading of the 
prophecies, blessing of the baptismal font and holy water, 
renewal of baptismal vows and litany of the saints. 


On Holy Thursday, April 15, Bishop Leo T. Maher will 
concelebrate the Chrism Mass with Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert 
E. Chavez and priests of the diocese at 10:30 a.m. at St. 
Joseph’s Cathedral. ; 


In a letter to priests announcing the Chrism Mass, Father 
Richard Duncanson, the bishop’s secretary, said: ‘‘While the 
Holy Thursday liturgy has traditionally involved the blessing 
of oils and consecration of chrism (for parish use), in recent 
years the renewal of commitment to priestly service has been 
included, urging us to be faithful in fulfilling our office in the 
Church.”’ 


THAT EVENING, parishes will celebrate the Mass of the 
Lord’s Supper, which for many includes the symbolic 
mandatum—washing of the feet of the apostles—ceremony 
and adoration of the Blessed Sacrament until midnight. 

Among churches observing the mandatum ceremony will 
be Our Lady of Solitude, Palm Springs; Holy Angels 
Byzantine church, San Diego; and Our Lady of Grace, El 
Cajon, where last year six married couples represented the 12 
apostles.

Where have we improved? 


The first reading of a few Sundays ago started 
the train of thought—the reading of the Ten 
Commandments. We were discussing whether we 
have improved in behavior, in moral standards, in 
brotherly love and in obeying God’s commands in 
the 3,000 or so years since the Decalogue was 
handed down to Moses with all the ceremonial atop 
Mount Sinai. 


When you look aruund this nation and the world, 
you have to wonder—how far have we come from 
those wandering people in the desert who received 


God’s commands? And the answer—taking into’ 


account all the capabilities we have for knowledge, 
understanding and improvement—is that we have 
not progressed very far along the road to 


‘perfection. 


Fortunately, God is very patient, and still loves 
us. But when you think of the limitless 
opportunities we have for living better lives, we 
have not come very far. Admittedly we no longer 
have barbaric practices in this country like public 
execution, burning at the stake, putting heads on 
top of poles at the palace gates, and so on. No, we 
have improved on that. We kill by the millions in 
wars, use atomic weapons to destroy tens of 
thousands at a blast, flame throwers instead of 
stakes, handguns instead of knives. And justice, 
that much vaunted concept, still receives more lip 
service than practice. : 


Christian application 


Even if we look back over the 2,000 years since 
Christ, who brought the Message, who showed us 
how to live, we have not really moved very far. 
Within the Christian churches there is still division. 
Within our own Catholic Church there are 
divisions — divisions made by men, clerical and lay, 
for their own ends, not for God’s. The unity which 
Christ prayed for seems a long way away when you 


hear the ‘‘demands’’ for this and that, based on: 


man’s prideful ambition, not on Christ’s teaching. 


In parishes, in dioceses there are these divisions. 
Not only the ordinary, understandable division of 
different temperaments, but divisions of jealousy, 
of one-upmanship, of lack of true application of the 
spirit of Christ’s love.

Welcome neighbor 

The news of the new diocese of Orange under the 
guidance of Bishop William R. Johnson heralds 
good news to a part of the nation where growth has 
been phenomenal and the need for Rome to move 
has long been apparent. The many dormitory 
suburbs of Orange county, bordering our own 
diocese, have seen tremendous developments in 
recent years, along. with industrial growth within 
the county itself, much to the chagrin of those of us 
who liked it better when it was truly ‘‘orange’’ 
countryside. Now the groves are few and the people 
many. I’m just surprised Rome did not make it the 
diocese of Santa Ana rather than Orange. 

Bishop Johnson, though born in Nevada, is really 
a California product, having been educated almost 
entirely within the state, including being a 
classmate of Bishop Maher at St. Patrick’s 


Seminary at Menlo Park. Always a warm and 
friendly personality, his knowledge of social needs 
and Church administration are surely not lacking. 
For 15 years he was director of the Los Angeles 
archdiocesan welfare bureau which, in a city like 
L.A. brings you all you need to know about social 
work. His degree at Catholic University was in the 
same field. 


Get the image right 

A nun who is very concerned with the image of 
Religious recently exploded. Sister Elizabeth 
Thoman, director of the National Sisters’ 
Communication Service of Los Angeles, was flying 
to New York to speak to the Religious Public 
Relations Council there when an ad in Newsweek 
magazine made her furious. It showed five nuns in 
long black habits with the convent station wagon. 
The ad said, ‘‘The ‘steering committee’ at the 
convent voted 5 to 0 in favor of the tilt-wheel...’’ 


“Il was outraged,’’ said Sister Elizabeth. ‘I’m 
angry, at our communities who have done so much 
to refashion the role of women Religious. We’ve 
simplified our dress and modernized our way of 
life. We’ve reevaluated our association with 
Catholic institutions. We’re more readily available 
to the elderly and the powerless. But we have done 
so little to communicate this to our Catholic people 


_ and public.’”’ 


The Sister, be it noted, belongs 


to the 
Congregation of the Humility of Mary. 


How Catholic a college? 


Do we judge the Catholicity of a college by its 
support of Catholic attitudes, or by its belief in free 
speech? A difficult question like this faces most 
Catholic college administrations. However, Al- 
bertus Magnus College in New Haven, Conn., 
recently barred Connecticut Women’s-Caucus from 
using the school facilities because the caucus has a 
pro-abortion philosophy. :

However, feathered 
premonitions of better days are not reserved solely 
for California. 


Each year Hinkley, Ohio, residents eagerly await 
the return of the buzzards to announce the first day 
of Spring. They were not disappointed. Return the 
buzzards did, signalling the exit of chill winds and 
snow and ice. in the Midwest. 


Come laugh with me and be my love 


We were talking...about the virtue 
of humor and the therapeutic value of 
laughter in contrast to ridicule and 
‘poking fun’’ at someone or some- 
thing. 

In the last few years, several 
articles and books have been written 
on the place of humor in the Church 
and the ever-new discovery that ‘‘God 
must have a sense of humor’’. There 
has even been at least one book of 
illustrated jokes based on the gospels. 


TYPICAL OF the cartoons is one of 
a Jewish woman saying to the Blessed 
Virgin, about the infant Jesus, ‘‘He 
has your nose and chin, Mary, but he 
has God’s eyes,’’ and another with the 
apostles indicating the retreating 
figure of Jesus and saying, ‘‘Have you 
ever noticed that when there’s work to 
be done, you-know-who goes off to 
pray?’’ 

And here |’ have a problem. The 
cartoons are funny, | know, and 
harmless, but how do | explain the 
kind of tearing sadness | feel beneath 
the laughter? The plain fact is that | 
do not like jokes about Christ. | do not 
like jokes about God. Reason tells me 
that my attitude is over-sensitive, 
rather foolish and—unkindest cut of 


all—conservative, but my heart denies 
my reason. 


Do not ask me to laugh at God or the 
man Jesus, but | will willingly laugh 
with them. Ask me to laugh with God 
at my own silly vanities and 
self-importance and the solemn self- 
importance of all his creatures before 
our Creator. Ask me to laugh with him 
at our pointless prevarications, our 
frenzied attempts to cover ourselves 
with leaves, when he has always been 
aware of our nakedness. 


ASK ME TO laugh with him at the 
extent of his knowledge of me 
compared to my utter ignorance, of 
him, and the ease with which he will 
dismiss what seem to be insurmount- 
able obstacles to me. Ask me to laugh 
at the way we make a mystery of his 
nature and his ways, because our 
understanding is too infantile to grasp 
them. 


Ask me to laugh because he is 
always right and | so often wrong and 
because his love is so kind and gentle 


he will not hold my errors against me. 


Ask me to laugh at the human error 
and unreasonableness in the Church, 
the contradictions-and pomposities, 


and the solemn enshrinement_ of 
rubrics; at our puny efforts to escape 


the inescapable pursuit of his 
relentless love. Then | will laugh 
willingly, and laugh myself into 
sanity. 


LAUGHTER HAS its place in the 
Church—but to keep us from taking 
ourselves too seriously, not to keep 
from taking God and his revealed 
truth seriously. Theologian Reinhold 
Neibuhr says that the ability to laugh 


at oneself is the first step towards’ 


contrition and prayer for forgiveness. 
Speaking of humor in relation to faith, 
he says, ‘‘Humor is concerned with 
the immediate incongruities of life 
and faith with the ultimate ones.’’ 


But because we are not without 
malice, not without envy and the urge 
for self-justification, we run the risk of 
slipping into ridicule unawares. Our 
laughter will ring true only ‘as we 
laugh at ourselves and invite others to 
laugh with us—or when we laugh with 
another at the recognition of his 
personal idiosyncracies or the absurd- 
ities of his life. , 


A sense of the ridiculous is 
immensely important in maintaining a 
sound perspective of life and in 


guarding against exaggerating those 
incidents which mainly afflict our 
pride and assault our ego. It helps, 
too, to draw the sting of harsh 
inhuman acts against us. If we can 
laugh without malice, at the irrational, 
at the attacks of our enemies, we are 
more likely to find it possible to love 
them and less likely to. respond in 
kind. 


IT IS REFRESHING, | think to hear 
laughter in the Church and even an 
outrageous joke or two from the 
pulpit. Shared laughter breaks more 
barriers than shaking hands. Lovingly 
offered, it does not threaten but heals. 


But there is always the need for 
discernment. Too much laughter at 
oneself and the world can lead to 
irresponsibility and cynicism; laugh- 
ing at the expense of others can too 
easily become ridicule. It is not only 
moderation we need, but compassion. 
Compassion for the struggling world, 
compassion for our fellow pilgrims, 
compassion even for ourselves—then 
we may, without fault, laugh lovingly 
all the days of our lives. 


And so we should, for we have the 


joke on life itself—God has told us 
how it will end! ‘

All Catholics know that one of the 
strictest obligations a priest has is to 
keep the secrecy of confession. Under 
no circumstances, not even the threat of 
death, may a priest reveal the identity 
of a penitent and his sins. Nonetheless 
in the 14th century confessional boxes 
became pretty standard and usually 
succeeded in concealing the identity of 
the penitent. 


Some people feel comfortable only 
with the anonymity of the confessional, 
but the ‘‘box’’ can make for problems. 
A priest hears only words. 


PERHAPS HE listens to a voice which 


of age.’’ Or it may be that a priest 
thinks the penitent is a young boy when 
the person is actually a married woman. 
The response of the priest cannot be 
very helpful if he is confused about the 
age, sex or state of life of his penitent. 


Here is another problem. One day a 
woman knelt in the confessional, blessed 
herself and related her sins. There was 
a long moment of silence. ‘‘Father,’’ 
she asked, “‘are you there?’’ No reply. 
The women had confessed to an empty 
chair. Of course such a mistake does not 
occur frequently, but it does help to 
illustrate that the confessional can tend 
to make the sacrament impersonal. 


During his life on this earth Jesus 
forgave sins in a personal, direct 
manner. A paralyzed boy was brought

BY THE AWESOME power of - 
ordination a priest bears the person of 
Christ himself. When we confess to a 
priest, we confess through him to Jesus 
Christ, and this Son of God who became 
human like us forgives us through the 
humanity of the priest. 


No one should ever feel pressured to 
confess face to face. It is an option. You 
still have the right to use the 
confessional. The purpose of the option, 
however, is to allow those who wish to 
do so to make confession a more 
personal experience as well as a 
spiritual one. :

The conclusion that the encyclical, 
Humanae Vitae, and not the Second Vatican 
Council is responsible for the deterioration 
of American Catholicism in the last decade is 
not valid.

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Pastor’s point of view 


Time for harvesting was yesterday 


By Father Giles Conwill 


Father Conwill is associate pastor at 
St. Rita’s, San Diego and is the sole 
black priest in the diocese. He feels 
deeply concerned about the need for 
more like him, as he states in this article 
and call for prayer. 


The Greeks had the idea of time as 
““opportunity’’. It was pictured as a man 
with one lock of hair, but the back of his head 
was bald. The idea was that as he moved by, 
you had to catch that one lock of hair, 
because if you missed it, it was gone forever. 


_ This is one reason why I have a chronic 
sense of time urgency regarding the 
recruitment of black vocations. (Why are 
people so afraid of the word ‘‘black’’?) It’s 
frustrating being the only black priest of the 
San Diego diocese, this frustration com- 
pounded by the fact that San Diego Catholics 
do not take the issue seriously. 


SAN DIEGO has yet to produce one native 
black vocation. This is an indictment on 
every Catholic in the diocese. I realize that it 
takes a lot of walking before you can run; 
that God is the one who does the calling. But 
I’ve always been a bit of a Pelagian. Our 
actions and efforts will be the instruments 
God uses for his divine purposes. Jesus’ 
incarnation proves that God uses human 
sounds, human accents, human deeds. 


I recall that when Jesus fed the 5,000 
there were 12 baskets of food left over. 
Those twelve baskets have intrigued me, 
causing much thought, prayer, and concern. 
I feel that perhaps Jesus had intended more 
to be present but they didn’t show up. 


And, down through the centuries, among 
those “‘no-shows’’ were perhaps many with 
African blood coursing through their 
veins—my people. Some. of those ‘‘no- 
shows’’ are not present at the banquet today 
because there is no one to tell them they are 
invited in their own cultural language. 


WE BLACKS and Indians are not 
celebrating the Bicentennial. (How can you 
“celebrate”? 200 and more years of 
discrimination? Some of us refer to this year 


I’m personally commemorating -it by 
making a vow to God. A vow to work with 
11th hour urgency to duplicate my vocation; 
to so expend myself through contacts and 
prayer as to influence another black person 
to dedicate his or her life to God in the 
priesthood or religious life. People of San 
Diego, I beg you to help me fulfill this vow. 
This is now you can help. 


Parents: 


Question yourselves sincerely. Do you 
have one or more children who might be 
seminary/convent prospects? 


Pray for vocations from your family. Pray

with your children. Pray for your children 
that they may grow in their Christian faith. 


Encourage your children to become 
involved in parish projects and societies, in 
the liturgy, in the youth choir, in other 
charitable activities. 


Speak with respect and affection about 
priests and religious, especially when 
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the service of God and man. 


The priests, sisters, and Religious 
brothers of the 21st Century may be sitting 
at your table and playing in your yard. 
Schools: 

Start a solid, steady outpouring of prayer, 
using every available parochial school 
channel, 


Ask each teaching sister and each lay 
teacher to pray for this special intention and 
to get their school children to do the same - 
especially throughout the month of May. 
Parish: 

Have all parish organizations promise to 
pray for black vocations before every 
meeting. 

Every week have the “‘Prayer of the 
Faithful’”’ include prayers for minority 
vocations (priesthood, Sister/Brotherhood, 
diaconate.) 


Have daily Mass attenders to make this 
their special May intention or even 
Bicentennial intention. 


Priests in confessional could ask penitents 
to pray for black vocations; have their 
penance revolve around this intention. 


Get the sick to offer their sufferings for 
black vocations. 


Marriage encounter and prayer groups 
earnestly praying for black vocations. 
Contemplative communities and seminary: 

Have the Benedictine Sisters and Poor 
Clares storm heaven with concentrated 
prayers for black vocations during May. 

Have the seminarians here at St. Francis 
and in theologates elsewhere who are 
studying for San Diego pray for the above 
intention. 


Bishops: 
Ask Bishops Maher and Chavez to take

The Gospel Message 


Jesus spoke in parables 


to convey a 


single point, give a 
single message

Jesus came to establish the kingdom of 
God on earth. This was the good news which 
He proclaimed, the Gospel: ‘‘This is the time 
of fulfillment. The reign of God is at hand! 
Reform your lives and believe in the Good 
News!’’ (Mark 1:15) 


This kingdom was not something static, a 
structured organization like, say, the 
Kingdom of England. It was rather 
something active, dynamic, the reign or rule 
of God in the hearts of men, as the above 
translation from the ‘‘New American Bible’’ 
suggests. (I cheated a bit and changed 
‘Gospel’ to Good News, but only because 
that’s what it means. When Jesus preached 
there were as yet no Gospels as we know 
them.) 


HE DELIVERED His message in many 


_ different ways, but His most usual method 


was the one which we know as the parable. 
Of all the literary forms which we encounter 
in the New Testament, this is surely among 
the most familiar. How often we have all 
heard the stories of the Good Samaritan, the 


prodigal Son, the Lost Sheep, and so many ° 


others! 


The popular teachers of the day used 
stories of this sort to get across their lessons, 
and Jesus was a man of His times, talking to 
people in familiar language. 


According to the rules of classical Greek 
rhetoric, a parable was a story told simply to 
convey a single message. The details of the 
story were of no importance in themselves; 
they simply added interest. In an allegory, 
on the other hand, almost every detail had a 
transferred meaning. For a good example of 
this, see the Allegory of the Vine in John 15. 


IN VIEW OF this very sharp and 
technically valid distinction between the 
parable and the allegory, there have been 
scholars in the not too distant past who held 
that a Gospel parable which contained 
allegorical elements could not have fallen 
from the lips of Jesus. Such a procedure 
would have been much too sophisticated for 
the simple Galilean preacher. 


Quite obviously the father in the parable 
of the Prodigal Son stands for the forgiving 
God. But this is allegory, and so Jesus could 
not have said it. But Jesus did not preach in 
Greek; His language was Aramaic, and both 
the Old Testament and contemporary 
apocalyptic literature contained more than its 


share of imagery and allegory. He was ~ 


speaking in the literary forms of His people, 
not in those of the classical Greek 
rhetoricians. 


This is not to say that some of His parables 
were not given an allegorical interpretation 
by the early Church. It would seem that the 
parable of the Sower in Mark 4 was adapted 
to the needs of the Church and so recorded 
in that same chapter. The parable itself has a 
single point: the slow but inexorable and 
amazingly abundant growth of the Word of 
God, yielding, in spite of all sorts of

obstacles, incredible harvests of 30, 60 and a 
hundredfold. 


THE EXPLANATION, appended after a 
rather awkward interlude, changes the 
message of the parable and_ gives it a 
moralistic application much in the style of 
the later epistles, like the Letter of James. 
The switch is not altogether smooth. 


The explanation starts off by saying that 
the seed-is the Word of God. But almost 
immediately it ceases to be the Word of God 
and is identified allegorically with different 
types of people to whom the Word is 
addressed. 


The bishops of the world in the Second 
Vatican Council acknowledged this sort of 
thing in the “Constitution on Divine 
Revelation’? when they said that the Gospel 
writers “‘wrote the four Gospels...explicat- 
ing some things in view of the situation of 
their churches.”’ 


THE PARABLES were simple stories 
designed to teach profound lessons. But 
were they really all that simple? On the 


_ surface, yes. But the disciples of Jesus were 


repeatedly asking Him to explain them. And 
no wonder. When Jesus compared the 
kingdom-or reign of-God to yeast which a 
woman put in a batch of dough, this was not 
crystal clear. What was the connection? 


Well, as a matter of fact, this was part of 
the parable technique. There was usually an 
element of the mysterious, the enigmatic, 
just enough to get people thinking and 
talking. A shepherd loses a sheep; he leaves 
99 sheep to fend for themselves and goes 
looking for the stray. Crazy! 


A woman loses the equivalent of a dime. 
She turns the house inside out until she finds 
it, and when she does she throws a $20 party 
for her neighbors to celebrate. Crazy! What 
can this possibly mean? The listeners start 
talking, thinking, and eventually making the 
lesson very personal, much more personal 
than if it had been so clear as to go in one ear 
and out the other. 


WHY DID JESUS teach in parables? He 
did so because that was the accepted method 
of teaching in His day. But there is a strange 
passage in Mark 4 in which He says to his 
disciples: “‘To you the mystery of the reign 
of God has been confided. To the others 
outside it is all presented in parables, so that 
they will look intently and not see, listen 
carefully and not understand, lest perhaps 
they repent and be forgiven’’ (11-12). 


Did He use parables to obscure His 
message? This would have been to defeat 
His very purpose. Biblical language often 
expresses in its literary form a purpose what 
is really a result. He did not preach in order 
to blind or to deafen; that would have been 
ridiculous. However, His preaching was 
greeted with deliberate blindness and 
deafness on the part of those who were 
ill-disposed. 

But for those whose minds were open to 
the truth, whose hearts were watm to 
receive, His message was. indeed the Good 
News.

Knowing and Living the Paschal Mystery 


Last Supper was a 
unique event in the 
history of the world

What happened in the first Holy Week? 
Why has it had such an impact on the history 
of the world? 


In brief, Jesus Christ, the God-man, Who 
had taught us how to live both by word and 
example, taught us also how to die by 
offering Himself as a victim for our sin and 
selfishness. He also overcame both sin and 
death by rising from the dead—to prove His 
divinity and to guarantee our destiny. Thus, 
that one week altered the history of the 
world. 


BUT BEFORE He left us through death 
and resurrection, Jesus shared a meal with 
His Apostles—a very special meal. On this 
occasion He presented them with an 
enduring gift. He commanded His followers 
to continue to celebrate with like banquets in 
memory of Him. : 


What was so special about this particular 
meal or banquet? 


First, it really was a celebration. It 
involved not just the bread and water of a 
normal meal, but the bread and wine served 
for a special event. 


Second, it was a meal which brought 
together good friends for a sharing of food 
and for a communication of thought. 


Third, it was a religious event. The 
blessing of God was involved, rituals 
hallowed by the Jews were observed and 
Jesus gave even more profound significance 
to the event when He shared with those 
present the bread and wine as His Body and 
Blood which would be given that very week 
in sacrifice for humanity’s sin and 
selfishness. 


Fourth, it was an anticipation of a 
supreme sacrifice about to occur; and its 
repetition was to be the re-presentation of a 


sacrifice offered once but fruitful always. 


The Last Supper was an event unique in 
the history of the world—but an event in 
which we can join and from which we can 
profit as those commissioned by the 
successors of those whom Christ command- 
ed repeat again the words of Jesus and offer 
to those gathered. around the Lord’s table 
the Body and Blood of the Risen Lord under 
the appearance of bread and wine. 


The full significance of the Eucharist 
remains a profound mystery—but what we 
do know was perhaps best expressed by St. 
Thomas Aquinas who, reflecting on the 
Eucharistic meal, declared: 


*Q SACRED Banquet, in which Christ is 
received, the memory of His Passion is 
recalled, the soul is filled with grace and 
there is given to us a pledge of future 
glory.” 

Thus, the Eucharist is a reminder, a 
reality and a redeemable token. It is a 
continuing reminder of what Jesus did for 
each one of us; it is really the Body and 
Blood of Christ which we are invited to 
receive for our spiritual growth and 
development; and it is both a token of 
redemption and a token to be redeemed: a 
token of redemption, because we could not 
enter heaven unless Christ had first 
conquered sin and death, and a token to be 
redeemed, because the supernatural life we 
receive in this life is but the capacity to live 
in the presence of God forever. 


Therefore, when we receive Holy Com- 
munion, Christ is truly present to us and our 
lives should reflect that presence in word 
and example; in addition, since Communion 
is the Bread of Life, we should face death 
fearlessly, knowing that, by His Resurrec- 
tion, Christ has conquered death, and that 
the spiritual nourishment we receive in the 
Eucharist is food for eternity.

Only Love is Real 


A modern song speaks 
of the search for love

There’s a lady who has been around a long 
time, writing songs from the early days of 
rock ’till now on almost every aspect of love. 
His first album is still setting records for 
length of time on the sale chart. Through all 
of her music, she has examined the 
struggles involved in living and has come to 
the conclusion in her latest single, that ‘‘only 
love is real.’’ 


Carole King has obviously done a lot of 
searching in her long career for something 
really valuable. That search is evident even 
here as she speaks of moving through varied 
experiences “‘tracing a line till we can define 
the thing that allows us to feel.’’ The trace or 
thread that seems to appear at all the 
important moments is love. She comes to 
realize, then, that love is the one thing which 
gives her meaning in all of life’s moments. 
For that reason ‘‘only love is real.’’ 


THE SEARCH that Carole King has made 
is part of a universal search that everyone 
must make. It begins even from ‘‘childhood 
dreams’ and must be uncovered. Carole 
almost regrets the search saying ‘‘I wish I 
had known what I know now.’’ But there is 
really no way to avoid it. Love has to be 
chosen from among many other things that 
seem just as inviting. 

Occasionally in the search we will settle 
for meanings: with less depth and find that 


we merely ‘‘connive at being alive.’’ All of 
the glamorous and glittery things we go in 
search of are only ‘‘adding to the 
confusion.’’ Only the willingness to continu- 
ally search for the meaningful thing will ever 
lead to the discovery that ‘‘everything else is 
illusion.”’ 


In the search we will make mistakes. 
Those mistakes will especially hurt when 


- someone else is affected by what we do. 


Sometimes we think that with a little more 
care ‘maybe I could have spared you’’ some 
hurt. But mistakes are part of the search. 


MISTAKES ARE not the end of anything, 
if love is the beginning. Whatever love is 
there can be built upon since ‘‘a new love 
grows from old love’s embers.’’ New depths 
can be reached when people face up to and 
share even their mistakes and weaknesses. 


The tone of this whole song is bright and 
bouncy; the kind of relief that comes at the 
end of a struggle. May we all experience that 
same relief from time to time as we suddenly 
discover the really valuable thing in our 
lives, that ‘‘only love is real.’’ For 
Christians, there is a double discovery since 
““God is Love.’’ Suddenly the prize at the 
end of our search becomes more than just a 
thing, or even an idea; it becomes a person.

His message Is a fire 
that refines and drains 
away foolishness

It was the evening before the opening of 
the Vatican Council, and the feast of the 
Motherhood of Mary. The feast recalled the 
Council of Ephesus when the Fathers hotly 
debated whether Mary was only the mother 
of the man Jesus, or was indeed the mother 
of God as well. 


They ultimately concluded she was both 
mother of the man Jesus and mother of the 
Christ who was the Son of God. They 
declared her to be theo-tokos—God bearer. 
The rejoicing Ephesians thereupon held a 
torchlight. parade, cheering and singing 
praises to Mary, the mother of God. 


ON THIS FEAST day night in 1962, the 
evening before the Vatican Council opened, 
a quarter of a million people streamed into 
St. Peter’s Square. Like the believers at 
Ephesus 800 years before, they held aloft 
thousands of candles. As they cheered Pope 
John, he said to them: ‘“‘I hear you. I hear 
you—the people of God. Jesus hears you. 
Your Council begins.”’ 


That evening and the consequent Council 
constituted a saving moment in the history of 
the Church. The sea of fire created by the 
vast throng at St. Peter’s symbolized a new 
era.for the Church. In was a sign of. the 
purification of the people of God as they 
prepared to bring an old Church into a new 
age. That pillar of fire announced a fresh 
coming of the Lord to the world. 


' This saving symbolism of fire was used by 
the Malachi four centuries before Christ: 


“LO, I AM sending my messenger to 
prepare the way before me. And suddenly 
there will come to the temple the Lord whom 
you seek...Who will endure the day of his 
coming? For he is like the refiner’s fire. He 
will sit refining and purifying the sons of 
Levi, refining them like gold and silver.”’ 
(3:1-3) 

The name Malachi means ‘‘my messen- 
ger.’ He preached to the people of 
Jerusalem after they had returned from exile 
and rebuilt their city and temple. The 
enthusiasm of the return was dampened 
with the passage of years. The new temple 
was a rough, shabby second-hand version of 
the glory that was Solomon’s. Mighty 
Jerusalem is now a backwater provincial 


town, no longer the splendid setting of a 
monarchy. 


The glowing messianic promises of the 
major prophets did not seem to be coming 
true. As a result the clergy grew listless and 
cynical. The people are querulous and 
unhappy with their lot in life. No longer do 
the priests and people accord the prophet 
with a respectful and reverent hearing. 
Malachi cannot impress them with simply 
saying “‘This is the Word of the Lord.’’ They 
are in no mood to listen. They bait him with 
questions, complaints and cynical rejoiners. 


THE PRIESTS question him: ‘‘How have 
we despised your (God’s) name?’’ (1:6) The 
people question him: ‘‘Why is it the Lord 
won't accept our sacrifices? How have we 
wearied him?’’ (2:14, 17) 


Malachi lectures the clergy about being 
bored with their work, for being content to 
offer second-rate animals in sacrifice and for 
bringing shame upon their office. He scolds 
the laity for divorcing their wives. ‘‘I hate 
divorce, says the Lord God of Israel. You 
must safeguard life that is your own, and not 
break faith.’’ (2:16) 


He holds up for clerics the ideals of 
ministry and for the laity the ideals of the 
sanctity of marriage. His message is a 
refining fire that puts robustness into their 
faith and drains away a foolish cynicism 
based upon a naive understanding of what 
blessings God should send to be their lot in 
life. 


THE MESSIANIC coming foretold by 
other prophets is still a substantive 


prediction. But no one knows when it will - 


occur and life must be lived in the meantime. 


-Malachi’s prophecy about the coming of 
the messiah found a realization in Christ who 
purified and transformed the temple and 
created an enduring sacrifice. Christ’s 
cleansing of the temple is foreshadowed in 
Malachi’s statement: ‘‘And suddenly there 
will come to the temple the Lord whom you 
seek...he will sit refining and purifying.”’ 
(3:1, 3) The Eucharist is seen in his words: 
“From the rising of the sun even to its 
setting...Everywhere they bring sacrifice to 
my name.’’ (1:11) 


What beauty there is in such a refiner’s 
fire! 


‘There is no opposition between the Kingdom of Heaven and any kingdom of earth, 
except what is produced by this selfishness which is the enemy of both.’’—Federick D.

La Biblia: Nuevo Testamento 


_Elementos claves en el mensaje de Jesus-II

Jesus vino a establecer el reino de Dios en 
la tierra. Esto fue la buena nueva que El 
‘proclamo, el Evangelio. ‘‘EIl tiempo se ha 
cumplido. El reino de Dios esta cerca! 
Convertios y creed en la Buena Nueva!’’ 
(Marcos 1:15) 


Esta reino no era algo estatico, una 
organizacion estructurada como, digamos, el 
Reino de Inglaterra. Era algo mas bien 
activo, dinamico, el reino 0 reglamento de 
Dios en los corazones de los hombres, como 
sugiere la traduccion anterior de la ‘‘Nueva 
Biblia Americana’’. (Yo use un poco la 
astucia y cambie ‘Evangelio’ a Buenas 
Nuevas, pero solo porque eso es lo que 
significa. Cuanco Jesus predico no habia 
todavia Evangelios como nosotros los 
conocemos.) 


EL ENTREGO su mensaje en muchas 
diferentes maneras, pero Su metodo mas 
usual era el que conocemos como la 
parabola. De todas las formas literarias que 
encontramos en el Nuevo Testamento, -esta 
sin duda esta entre las mas familiares. Cuan 
frecuentemente hemos escuchado los relatos 
del Buen Samaritano, el Hijo Prodigo, la 
Oveja Perdida, y tantos mas! 

Los maestros populares del dia usaban 
relatos de este tipo para explicar sus 
lecciones, y Jesus era un hombre de Sus 
tiempos, hablando al pueblo en lenguaje 
familiar. 

De acuerdo con los reglamentos de la 
retorica clasica Griega, una parabola era un 
relato dicho simplemente para expresar un 
solo mensaje. Los detalles del relato no eran 
de importancia en si mismos; simplemente 
anadian interes. Por el contrario, en una 
alegoria, casi todo detalle tenia un 
significado cambiado. Como un_ buen 
ejemplo de esto, vea la Alegoria de la Vina 
en Juan 15. 


EN VISTA A esta distincion muy clara y 
tecnicamente valida entre la parabola y la 
alegoria, ha habido estudiosos de la Biblia 
en el pasado no muy lejano que sostenian 
que una parabola del Evangelio que contenia 
elementos alegoricos no habria salido de los 
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labios de Jesus. Tal procedimiento hubiera 
sido demasiado sofisticado para el sencillo 
predicador Galileo. 

Muy obviamente el padre en la parabola 
del Hijo Prodigo tiene la imagen del Dios 
que perdona. Pero esto es alegoria y por lo 
tanto Jesus no lo habria dicho. Pero Jesus no 
predico en Griego; Su lengua era Arameo, y 
tanto ef Antiguo Testamento como la 
literatura apocaliptica contemporanea con- 
tuvieron su parte de fantasia y alegoria. El 
estaba hablando en las formas literarias de 
Su pueblo, no en las los retoricos clasicos 
Griegos. 

Esto no quiere decir que a algunas de Sus 
parabolas no se les dio una interpretacion 
alegorica por la Iglesia primitiva. Pareceria 
que la parabola del sembrador en Marcos 4 
fue adaptada a las necesidades de la Iglesia 
y escrita asi en el mismo capitulo. La 
parabola misma tiene un solo punto: el lento 
pero inexorable y asombrosamente abund- 
ante crecimiento de la Palabra de Dios, 
produciendo, a pesar de toda clase de 
obstaculos, cosechas increibles del 30, 60 y 
un ciento por ciento. 


LA EXPLICACION, anadida despues de 
un mas bien torpe interludio, cambia el 
mensaje de la parabola y le da una aplicacion 
moralistica muy en el estilo de las ultimas 
epistolas, como la Carta de Santiago. El 
cambio no es del todo suave.

Are Catholic papers to blame for Church decline? 


Msgr. Salvatore Adamo, executive editor of 
the ‘‘Catholic Star Herald’’ of Camden, N.J., 
diocese, in this article attacks the Catholic 
diocesan press for (‘failing to be real 
newspapers’’ and becoming ‘‘safe house 
organs’’. ‘‘Southern Cross’’ is not afraid to 
print unpalatable news, and does not regard 
itself as a ‘‘safe house organ.’’ However, 
Msgr. Adamo’s comments give us all food for 
thought in the pursuit of truth.

The Catholic diocesan newsweeklies in America 


are in a sad state. They reflect the decline in the 


Church, now scientifically supported by the 
sociological data in the recent Greeley-McCready- 
McCourt study. Worse than that, the diocesar 
newspapers could have slowed that decline; instead, 
they accelerated it. They did so by failing to be real 
newspapers and by becoming safe ‘‘house organs.’’ 
They were silent and subservient when they should 
case lifted up their voices and trumpeted warnings 
to all. 


Not all weeklies failed their readers. There are 
still a score or so of stalwart publications that dare to 
print unpalatable truths. But most Catholic papers 
shy away from any realistic reflection of dark areas 
in the Church community. They don’t want fo upset 
or ‘‘scandalize’’ their readers— obviously unaware 
of the distinction between shocking and scandaliz- 
ing. They also showed how insensitive they are tothe 
fact that a shock can have a salutary effect. 


THROUGH COWARDICE, through flattery and 
through servility most of the Catholic press is 
responsible for one of the root causes of decline in 
the Catholic Church since the close of Vatican II. 
That root defect was pinpointed in the Greeley 
report ‘‘Catholic Schools in a Declining Church,’’ 
wherein it was stated: 


“The decision-making structure of the Catholic 
Church in the United States is not responsive either 
to popular sentiment or to empirical evidence. The 
leadership of the American Church has only very 
slight information on what the reality is outside its 
own meeting rooms. It tends to project into that 
reality its own fears and discontents.’’ 

One must ask, how could the Church leadership 
have ‘‘only very slight information on what the 
reality is outside its own meeting rooms2’’ The 
answer is unavoidable: the Catholic press has failed 
in its God-given duty to reflect that reality in its 
weekly productions! The Catholic press has coddled 
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and cozened the American bishops with a dreary 
litany of pieties about ‘The Truth’’ when all around 
them the countless little truths that make up life’s 
reality were being treated with contempt and 
“benign neglect.’’ 


THE DECLINE OF the Church since Vatican II 
may well be traceable to the refusal of the Pope and 
bishops to recognize that the ‘’sensus fidelium’,’’ 
the sincere convictions of the people of God were in 
sharp conflict with official teaching. But they could 
never have been left in the dark on that crucial issue 
if the Catholic press were doing its job. 


Even as | write repeated efforts are made to 
obscure those realities. A number of bishops have 
insisted that Church teaching does not depend on 
popular acceptance. This is meant to be an answer to 


the Greeley report that ‘‘four-fifths of the laity and ° 


whose leaders lack the courage to defend the 
freedom of the préss—except in theory. 


They mouth pious generalities and principles that 
they refuse to apply to concrete cases—just like the: 
moral principle about the common conviction of the 
faithful will be acknowledged but not applied to the 
birth control controversy! Instead the CPA leaders 
will dare speak about the duty to produce 
newspapers ‘‘slanted toward the truth’’—a gem of 
doubletalk! 


It reminds me of the days following - the 
publication of the Pope’s world-letter on birth 
control, when the Osservatore Romano, the 
Vatican’s semi-official daily, would publish only 
letters and reports praising the Pope’s stand! The 
editor of Osservatore Romano justified this tactic on 
the grounds that he was trying to correct the

clergy’’ no longer believe contraceptive birth control 
to be sinful. No mention is made, however, of a 
fundamental principle in Catholic belief: that the 
common convictions of the faithful are one 
determining element for what must be believed. 


So there is a problem of theology here, a problem 
of conflicting guidelines of belief—people and 
priests versus the hierarchy. That conflict cannot be 
dismissed lightly. But it is evident that few Catholic 
papers will emphasize this point. It is better to 
report merely that the bishops are not backing down. 
How many will dare suggest that they should be 
willing to open up discussion on the problem? After 
all, the Pope’s message in Humanae Vitae was never 
proposed as an infallible teaching. So why can’t it be 
re-examined and reevaluated? 


TO PRESS FOR such a response is the solemn 
duty of Catholic editors. Clearly it is dangerous duty. 
Needless to add, such duties of Catholic editors are 
made more difficult by a Catholic Press Association

ALL THAT WAS simply compounding the 
problem pinpointed in the Greeley study: ‘’The 
decision-making process which led to Humanae 
Vitae was flawed from top to bottom, and the Holy 
Father, who, after all, did not create the system, was 
forced to make a decision without having adequate 
or accurate information.

THE DIVINE OFFICE, London, Collins; 
Dublin, Talbot; Sydney, E.J. Dwyer. 3 vols. 


This beautiful set of breviaries is the one 
approved for Australia, England and Wales, 
Ireland, New Zealand and Scotland. It is a 
liturgical set of books that are easy to handle 
and beautiful examples of the book-makers 
art. 


It shares many of the drawbacks of the 
rougher American set, The Liturgy of the 
Hours. The reader needs an extra hand, 
more ribbons and a half dozen markers to 
follow the. usual daily ‘‘prayer.’’ The flaws 
are really with the Latin original. 


The psalter is the same in both the 
American and the British versions, but from 
there on, the differences are marked. The 
flawless English translations are a polished 
delight. If the parish priest must be saddled 
with a multi-volume monastic prayer life, 
then this is the best yet published.

The first part is handicapped, unfortun- 
ately, by using Timothy Bottoms as young 
David. He is simply too bland an actor to 
hold his own with such heavyweights as 
Anthony Quayle who portrays Saul, and 
Keith Mitchell (of Six Wives of Henry VIII 
fame) who turns in an outstanding 
performance as the mature David in the 
second part. They with the rest of the cast 


more than make up for this defect. 


The film is a very ambitious production 
and one that succeeds extremely well. It was 
worth doing and viewers will be amply 
rewarded watching it and perhaps even be 
motivated enough to dip back into reading 
the original.

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At Senate subcommittee hearing 


_ Abp. Sanchez raps illegal alien bill 


WASHINGTON (NC) — 
Archbishop Robert Sanchez 
of Santa Fe, N.M., has 
strongly criticized a Senate 
immigration bill which in- 
cludes proposals for both 
penalizing employers of il- 
legal aliens and for recruiting 
foreign workers for some 
American jobs. 


There is a ‘‘glaring incon- 
sistency’’ in the two provi- 
sions, he told the Senate 
immigration subcommittee. 


“ON THE ONE hand,”’ he 
said, the bill ‘‘calls for 
sanctions against the em- 
ployment of illegals, presum- 
ably, among other reasons, 
because they take jobs away 
from American workers, thus 


adding to our already critical 


unemployment problem. 


“‘On the other hand,’’ he 
said, the bill ‘‘would facili- 
tate the importation of for- 
eign workers for those occu- 
pations and localities in 
which there is an alleged 
shortage of domestic labor.”’ 


““We use the word ‘al- 
leged’ in this context ad- 
visedly,’’ Archbishop San- 
chez said. ‘‘The fact is that, 


at the present rate of 
unemployment, there would 
be no shortage of workers 
willing and able to perform 
the jobs in question if they 
were offered adequate wages 
and working conditions.”’ 
ARCHBISHOP — Sanchez 
also called for ‘‘amnesty’’ for 
illegal aliens who have been 
in the United States for some 
time and practicularly for 
those who have families in 
the United States. 
Archbishop Sanchez testi- 
fied on behalf of the U.S. 
Catholic Conference (USCC). 
The USCC, a major opponent 
of employer penalties for 
hiring illegal aliens, is cred- 
ited with helping block action 
on a similar bill in the House. 
The Senate hearings were 
conducted by Sen. James 
Eastland (D-Miss.) who has 
been widely criticized for the 
inactivity of his immigration 
subcommittee which has not 
met in recent years. 
EASTLAND has __long 
asked for a provision for the 
importation of foreign work- 
ers as part of any immigra- 
tion legislation in the Senate. 
Archbishop Sanchez re- 


stated the. USCC opposition 
to employer penalties on the 
grounds that they could lead 
to mass firings, deportations 
and family break-up. 


At the same time, he said, 
‘Lawful resident aliens and 
minority group citizens could 
be denied employment simp- 


ly because employers will not 
want to run. the risk of 
inadvertently violating the 
law.”’ 


Archbishop Sanchez arg- 
ued that the use of foreign 
workers depresses wages 
and working conditions for 
American workers. 


Laity ‘most ignored’ in Church 


CINCINNATI (NC)—The 
laity is the majority group in 
the Church. But itis also the 
group “‘we have most ig- 
nored,’’ according to the 
director of the University of 
Notre Dame’s Center for 
Pastoral and Social Ministry. 

Speaking in a lenten 
lecture sponsored by the 
Cincinnati archdiocese, Fa- 
ther John J. Egan told his 
audience, mostly comprised 
of clergy and nuns, that they 
have been used to ‘‘calling 
the shots and making the 
decisions’’ in the Church. 
But Vatican Council II ‘‘asks 
us to reconsider this topsy- 
turvy situation and change 
it,”’ he said. 


Father Egan asked his 
fellow priests to ‘‘accept the 
fact that we must die.’’ If the 
role of the laity is to succeed, 
he said, ‘‘priests must be 
prepared to let their image 
die’ and to see that all 
members of the Church must 
be about the same work. 

‘“For the love of God,’’ he 
said, ‘‘let us begin to 
recognize the charisms of 
youth, women Religious, 
singles, the men and women 
in our land, so we can get on 
with the work of building the 
kingdom of God. We will see 
a declining and disintegrat- 
ing Church if we don’t’’ 
develop this appreciation, he 
said.

Universal Church 


New U.S. saint predicted 
VATICAN CITY—Vatican officials expect 


. the announcement of the canonization of 


Blessed John Neumann, 19th-century, 
Bohemian-born American bishop, this 
month. They said the canonization will 
possibly be in September. Blessed Neumann 
was the first Redemptorist priest to be 
professed in the U.S. and he was named 
Bishop of Philadelphia in 1852. In 1963 he 
became the first American bishop to be 
beatified. 


‘Respect for life at new low’ 


WORCESTER, Mass.—Cardinal Hum- 
berto Medeiros of Boston told delegates to a 
pro-life conference here that never in 
memory “has respect for human life reached 
so low a point as it has at present.’’ But 
those who battle against abortion, mercy- 
killing and contraception ‘‘are defending 
God’s law’’ and should ‘‘never give in to 
discouragement, no matter how tremendous 
the opposition or the pressure,’’ he said. 


Prelate to sell ring for poor 


CHIETI, Italy—Archbishop Vincenzo Fag- 
iolo has put his episcopal ring up for auction 
here. He will sell the gold and diamond ring 
to raise money for emigrants and other 
unemployed workers in the economically 
depressed area. The archbishop also allowed 
priests to auction gold and silver objects 
provided they do not have historic or artistic 
value that would place them under the 
jurisdiction of Italy’s Fine Arts Office. 


Teen marriages restricted 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fla.—Marriages be- 
tween Catholic teenagers in this diocese will 
soon be regulated by guidelines just 
approved by the priests’ senate. Reacting to 
statistics pointing out the increasing divorce 
rate in marriages contracted by the very 
young, the senate voted unanimously to 
adopt the guidelines requiring those under 
18 to prove their readiness for marriage. 


Laotian govt. blasts Church 


VIENTIENE, Laos—Reuter’s news agency 
reports that the ruling Laotian communist 
party has strongly attacked Catholicism, 
charging that it has brought with it a 
depraved Western lifestyle. The communists 
also charged that the Church was sometimes 
inspired by the U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency, that Laotian Catholics prefer to 
marry foreigners and that Catholic teen- 
agers are influenced by Western depravity. 


‘Medicaid not for abortion’ 


WASHINGTON—The federal government 
has supported the right of states to refuse 
Medicaid. payments for abortions which are 
not “‘medically indicated’’. Such a policy is 
“reasonable”? within the context of the 
Medicaid law and is not discriminatory, 
according to a ‘‘friend of the court’’ brief 
filed with the U.S. Supreme Court by 
Solicitor General Robert Bork. 


Bishops protest sterilizations 


“CALCUTTA, India—The Catholic Bish- 
ops’ Conference of India declared that 
compulsory sterilization, now being consid- 
ered in several Indian states, ‘‘violates 
human dignity and deprives man of his 
God-given freedom.’’ The bishops urged 
much stronger Catholic efforts to promote 
natural family planning, saying that protest 
without a positive alternative is insufficient. 


Pro-lifer won’t halt abortions 


MINNEAPOLIS—Dr. Konald Prem, a 
Catholic physician, has been named to a top 
post at the University of Minnesota Hospital 
despite criticism from the school’s news- 
paper and others attacking his anti-abortion 
views. But, Dr. Prem said that he will not 
stop surgeons from performing abortions or 
question applicants for staff openings on 
their position on the subject. 


Hispanic vocations sought 


CHICAGO—A meeting aimed at promot- 
ing vocations among the Spanish-speaking 
ended here with participants pledging to 
unlock their group’s leadership potential. 
“Greater attention to the promotion of 
vocations among our Mexican, Puerto Rican, 
Cuban and all Spanish speaking is an urgent 
priority’’ for the U.S. Church, said Cardinal 
John Cody, the host of the meeting. 


Cardinal addresses Masons 


NEW YORK—Cardinal Terence Cooke 
marked a milestone in ecumenism when he 


addressed the 31st annual dedication 
breakfast of New York State Masons. Prior 
to 1974 Catholics were forbidden to join 


‘Masonic or other associations which ‘‘plot’’ 


against the Church. In 1974 the Vatican’s 
Doctrinal Congregation lifted the ban, 
saying Catholics may join Masonic lodges 
that do not plot against the Church. 


American heads SODEPAX 


VATICAN CITY—American Jesuit Father 
John Lucal has been named _ secretary 
general of SODEPAX, an_ international 
group for promoting human development 
sponsored jointly by the World Council of 
Churches and Pontifical Commission for 
Justice and Peace. The acronym SODEPAX 


‘is derived from the Latin words for 


“‘society’’, ‘“‘development’’ and ‘‘peace’’. 
The group’s headquarters are in Geneva, 
Switzerland, and it maintains an. office in 
Rome. 


Death with dignity bill dies 

HONOLULU—A ‘‘death with dignity”’ bill 
introduced into the state’s legislature died in 
committee after an emotional hearing in the 
Capitol auditorium. The bill defined ‘‘death 
with dignity’’ as the ‘‘painless inducement 
of death’’. The state’s health department 
objected to being assigned the task of 
determining who could request. ‘‘the 
painless inducement of death’’. 


Filthy city needs clean up 
NAPLES, Italy—Cardinal Corrado Ursi, 


archbishop of this city, one of Europe’s - 


noisiest, dirtiest and most unhealthy cities, 
asked Catholics to support attempts to 
improve health care and sanitation here. 
“‘The issue of hygiene is not foreign to our 
religious feelings. The Fifth Commandment, 
‘Thou shalt not kill’, demands that we not 
expose our own health or that of others to 
risks causing or promoting infections,’’ he 
said. 


Liberal abortion fails in Italy 


ROME—Christian Democrats defeated 
backers of liberalized abortion by passing a 
controversial amendment that stripped an 
abortion bill of its liberalizing features. By a 
narrow margin in the nation’s Chamber of 
Deputies, the Church-backed Christian 
Democrats amended the bill so that it 
restricts abortion only to cases where the 
mother’s health is in serious danger that can 
be alleviated only by abortion, or in cases or 
rape. : 


New bishop installed in Reno. 


RENO, Nev.—Bishop Norman McFarland 
was installed as the fourth bishop of the 
Reno diocese March 31. Bishop McFarland 
was an auxiliary bishop of San Francisco 
until becoming apostolic administrator of the 
Reno diocese last year. Some~35 bishops, 
including Bishop Leo T. Maher and 
Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez of the 
San Diego diocese, attended Bishop 
McFarland’s installation presided over by 
Archbishop Joseph T. McGucken of San 
Francisco. 


Schools not ‘racist havens’ 


CLEVELAND—Bishop James A. Hickey 
has issued guidelines to insure that Catholic 
schools in the diocese ‘‘will not become a 
haven for those trying to circumvent racial 
desegration in their public schools.’’ They 
were issued pending the outcome of a suit 
brought against Cleveland public schools by 
the National Association for the Advance- 


_ment of Colored People. The suit charges 


that public schools are segregated racially 
and asks the court for a remedy.

There had been, in the early 1870s, a 
strong sentiment abroad that the Irish and 
German segments among the Catholics in 
America were preparing for a struggle which 
would result in supremacy for one group 
alone. ; 


Nationalistic differences had disturbed 
American Catholic harmony from the very 
beginning. During the 50 years after 1790, 
the bishops were predominantly French. 


LEARNED AND saintly men, they were 
not the logical leaders for the growing 
Church in America. From 1840 to the 1880s, 
with some exceptions, the members of the 
hierarchy were mainly Irish, and Catholics of 
other races, especially the Germans and 
Poles, complained of being neglected. 


Money had poured into the U.S. from the 
German and Austrian mission societies who 
quite naturally felt that the most. efficient 
way to preserve the Faith among the 
German-speaking immigrants would be to 
have a proportionate voice in the country’s 
episcopate. ; 


Charges and counter-charges were ex- 
changed and presented to the Holy See, 
alleging that the lack of German bishops in 
the U.S. had resulted in a loss to the Church 
of 16 million souls. In Baltimore, Cardinal 
Gibbons remained unimpressed with these 
obviously exaggerated figures and continued 
his determination that the Church in 
America must become, like the rest of the 
nation, homogeneous. 


WHEN THE CRISIS came, Archbishop 
John Ireland and Bishop John J. Keane were

in Europe and were able to stall the 
projected establishment of a German bloc in 
the American hierarchy. The delicacy of the 
situation is evident from the fact that the 
U.S. government even allowed its voice to be 
heard. 


President Benjamin Harrison noted that 
foreign and unauthorized interference with 
American affairs could not be viewed with 
indifference. 


The showdown came at the conferral of 
the pallium on Archbishop Frederick Katzer 
of Milwaukee, on Aug. 20, 1891. Archbishop 
Katzer’s vicar general, Father Peter M. 
Abbelen, was a leader of the pro-German, 
anti-Irish faction, and Cardinal Gibbon’s 
masterful sermon on that occasion brought 
the whole controversy into the open where it 


. quickly died from exposure. 


AFTER GIVING a description of the 
harmony which had existed so long in the 
American Church, Cardinal Gibbons said: 


“Woe to him, my brethren, who would 
destroy or impair this blessed harmony that 
reigns among us! Woe to him who would 
sow tares of discord in the fair fields of the 
Church in America! Woe to him who would 
breed dissension among the leaders of Israel 
by introducing a spirit of nationalism into the 
camps of the Lord! 


“Brothers we are, whatever be our 
nationality, and brothers we shall remain. 
We will prove to our countrymen that the 
ties formed by grace and faith are stronger 
than flesh and blood. God and our 
country—this our watchword. Loyalty to 
God’s Church and to our country—this is our 
religious and political faith,’’ he said.
